A. Taft, senior Senator from Ohio, 
and Harold E. Stassen, former 
Governor of Minnesota, put their 
White House chances up at public 
auction today as some one million 
voters went to the polls in Ohio’s 
presidential primary. 

Taft was seeking all 53 mem- 
bers of Ohio’s delegation to the 
Republican National Convention 
in Philadelphia opening June 21. 
Stassen, picking his spots care- 
fully in districts where he hoped 
to do the most damage to his op- 
ponent, wag seeking 23 delegates. 
No contests were waged for the 
remaining 30 seats which went to 
Taft without a struggle. 

Threat to Prestige. 
Superficially, this presents a 
pretty picture for Taft; if he lost 


ballots in Precinct 12 were shown | 


every contest, he would still gain 
well over half of the Ohio delega- 
tion. But deep down in the grim, 
cruel realities of politics, Taft to- 
day is placed on the defensive in 
a battle which might cut off his 
dreams of occupying the White 
House, even though the lease be 
not automatically assigned to Har- 
old Stassen. For if Senator Taft, 
campaigning as a favorite son in 
Ohio, “the mother state of presi- 
dents,” loses to the young invader 
from Minnesota in a majority of 
their contests, Taft will have suf- 
fered a loss of face that will reach 
from here to Philadelphia, 

With no thought of surrender, 
Taft maintains to the last that he 
will sweep all 53 delegates. The 
most he will concede to Stassen 
is one delegate-at-large, which 
would reduce his score to 52. 

If Taft really believes this, some 
of his lieutenants have not told 
him the facts of life and have let 
him down, for they already are 
conceding Stassen six to eight 
delegates as a probability, and 12 
to 15 as a possibility, with any- 
thing more than that to be clas- 
sified ag in the nature of 4 Min- 
nesota landslide, Taft is reported 
to be particularly irked by his own 
campaign manager, Representa- 
tive Clarence Brown, who ad- 
mitted Stassen should corral five 
to nine delegates in Ohio. Such 
admissions are strictly against the 
Taft party line which has it that 
Stassen will have gambler's luck 
to get one delegate. 

Rival’s Hopes High. 
in the campaign Stassen 
intimated he would be satisfied 
to win a dozen delegates, and yes- 
terday he predicted he would win 

a majority, without specifying the 
size of the majority. However, 
some of the Stassen enthusiasts 
are whispering in terms of win- 
ning 15, 18 or even all 23 of the 
contests,

A mother of five children was

lar party workers and party office 
holders, made a brave attempt to 
dispel the gloom that pervades 


every Democratic gathering these 
days, and cheered Truman's name 
lustily. 

A spirit of harmony in line with 
admonitions of convention 
speakers that there must be unity |. 
of effort to ge-elect the President, 
prevailed throughout the conven- 
tion until the last order of busi- 
ness, the election of a national 
committeeman, was reached. 

Nangle Wins After Fight. 

John J. Nangle, St. Louis lawyer 
and former treasurer of the state 
committee, was elected committee- 
man to succeed Robert E. Hanne- 
gan, who resigned six months ago, 
after a gpirited fight which was 
characterized by masterful political 
maneuvering under the guidance 
of State Senator Michael Kinney 
of St. Louis, an old hand at the 
game, 

Mrs. J. V. Billings of Kennett 
was chosen national committee- 
woman, succeeding Mrs. Henry 
Clay Chiles of Lexington. 

Accepting the age-old rule of 
politics that a party entering a 
campaign must point with pride 
to the record of its leaders, the 
platform adopted praised Pres- 
dentta Truman for “forceful lead- 
ership” and “the highest order of 
statesmanship” in solving domes- 
tic problems and in promoting a 
lasting world peace, 

He was held forth as a Presi- 
dent who had risen above poli- 
tics and had subordinated partisan 
considerations in carrying out his 
duties, 

The Marshall Plan, universal 
military training and temporary 
selective service were approved. 

Civil Rights Plan. 

In dealing with the politically 
ticklish question of the President's 
civil rights program, the commit- 
tee rejected a rather detailed 
plank submitted a group of 
Negroes from St. uls, and in- 
cluded a brief one reading: We 
believe that all racial and religious 
minorities should share the rights 
guaranteed by the Constitution.” 

Gov. Phil M. Donnelly was 
praised for “superb leadership” in 
a plank commending all Demo- 
cratic state officials, 

Nangle personally did not have 
much part in the scheming which 
ultimately resulted in his election. 
The principal figures were Kinney, 
Richard R- — * of Jefferson City, 
executive secretary to Hannegan 
when he was chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee; and J. V. Con- 
ran, prosecuting attorney of New 
Madrid county. 

Nacy, with whom Conran had 
been engaged in a political feud 
for years, was determined to de- 
feat Conran, an aim to be ac- 
complished either by getting the 
post himself or by electing Nangle. 
Conran wanted the job, but if he 
could not get it, he was deter- 
mined that Nacy should not. Kin- 
ney, friendly to both Nacy and 
Nangle, was engaged through the 
preliminary stages in arranging 
a setting that could be used for 
either Nacy or Nangle according 
to developments. 

Contest Goes to Committee. 

The contest went first to a 
nominating committee consisting 
of two delegates from each of thd 
13 congressional districts, This 
committee had the job of recom- 
mending to the convention nomi- 
nations for committeeman, for 16 
delegates-at-large to the national 
convention, 16 alternate delegates, 
and two presidential electors-at- 
large. 

In the committee the vote was 
15 for Nacy, six for Conran and 
five for Nangle. In the list of 
recommendations the committee 
nominated Mrs. Billings. of Ken- 
nett. Conran and Mrs. Billings 
reside in adjoining counties, a 
fact that was an important factor 
in the scheming that followed 
the committee’s report, 

When the motion to adopt the 
committee report was submitted, 
Ike Skelton of Lexington, a sup- 
porter of Nacy, moved that those 
nominated be declared elected by 
acclamation, and immediately the 
convention was thrown into an 
uproar. Everett Reeves of Ca- 
ruthersville was attempting to 
gain recognition for some sort of 
a motion in Conran's behalf, when 
the chairman, State Senator Em- 
ery W. Allison of Rolla recognized 
Skelton. 

State Senator L. D. Joslyn of 
Charleston charged Allison Vith 
unfairness, with exéreising gag 
rule, and with “steam Tolling the 
convention.”

WASHINGTON, May -In an 
internal rebellion ‘against the con- 
servative leadership of Senator 
Robert A. Taft (Rep.), Ohio, eight 
Republican Senators met here last 
night at the Metropolitan Club to 
form a “progressive bloc” designed 
to steer the party on a more lib- 
eral course. 

Chief immediate purpose of the 
insurgent group is to force the 
adoption at the Republican na- 
tional convention of what one of 
them called a “forward-looking 
platform on foreign and domestic 
issues.” 

The session was to have been 
secret, and when advance word of 
it leaked out the meeting was 
almost called off. At the last 
moment it was decided by Senator 
Baldwin of Connecticut to go 
ahead with it, but under a hush- 
hush arrangement, Reporters were 
not told officially where the group 
would get together, and when it 
was over the only formal state- 
ment of the participants was: “No 
comment.“ 

Others in attendance at the 
Metropolitan Club dinner were 
Senator Ives of New York, Know- 
land of California, Smith ‘of New 
Jersey, Saltonstall of Massachu- 
setts, Thye of Minnesota, Gurney 
of South Dakota and Flanders of 
Vermont. Senator Lodge of. Mas- 
sachusetts was unable to attend, 
but is counted as one of the in- 
surgents. Baldwin acted as host. 

No Taft 

No supporter of Senator Taft 
was invited to this initial meet- 
ing. Three of those present repre- 
sented presidential candidates — 
Ives is backing Gov. Thomas E. 
Dewey of New York; Thye repre- 
sents Harold E. Stassen of Min- 
nesota, and Knowland is support- 
ing Gov. Earl Warren of Call- 
fornia. 

Since Taft is chairman of the 
G.O.P. steering committee, the 
fact that he was not. invited 
served as a direct rebuke to his 
leadership. 

One of the participants, who de- 
clined to be identified publicly, 
told the Post-Dispatch after the 
meeting: 

“We want the Republican party 
to become the progressive party, 
with its sights high in the future 
on both domestic and foreign is- 
sues.

GREECE EXECUTES 
152. NEARLY ALL 


Government Acts After 
Minister’s Assassina- 
tion, Says It Won’t Be 
Intimidated by Reds. 


By L. 8. CHAKALES 

ATHENS, May 4 (AP) — One 
hundred fifty-two persons con- 
victed of murder were executed in 
Greece today, 

Virtually all the murders were 
connected with the 1944 revolu- 
tion engineered by Communists 
and Communist-controlled groups 
against a government of national 
unity under Premier George Pa- 
pandreou, Greek contingents and 
British troops quelled the upris- 
ing after weeks of bloodshed. 

The executions followed the as- 
sassination Saturday of Justice 
Minister Christos Ladas, officially 
attributed to a Communist plot. 

Orders for the executions were 
signed the same day by Constan- 
tine Rentis, Minister of Public 
Order and acting Justice Minister. 
All appeals by the condemned 
were rejected by the pardons 
board. 


Twenty-four of the group were 
put to death in Athens, 37 on the 
Island of Aegina, 12 in Lamia, 23 
in Salonika and the rest in Chal- 
kis, Tripolis, Sparta and Kala- 
mata. One man scheduled to face 
a firing squad escaped just before 
his number came up. 

Premier Themistokles Sophoulis 
issued a statement saying “the 
Government will not be intimidat- 
ed by the treacherous Communist 
crime against Ladas.” He said 
the Government has decided to 
carry out all death sentences which 
are upheld by the pardons board. 

A reliable source said nearly a 
thousand persons in Greece are 
facing the death sentence for va- 
rious crimes. , 

Urge More Killings. 

Rentis announced last night 
that the Government intends to 
try Guerrilla Leader Markos Va- 
fiades in absentia on charges that 
he was the moral author” of the 
assassination of Ladas. 

His announcement followed a 
broadcast from the secret rebel 
radio praising the man who killed 
Ladas. The broadcast also invited 
Communists to make similar at- 
tempts on the lives of Rentis, Pre- 
mier Sophoulis and Deputy Pre- 
mier Constantin Tsaldaris. 

Efstratos Moutsoyanis, 22 years 
old, is being held as the assussin 
of Ladas Informed sources said 
he was giving information which 
could be termed “sensational” if 
confirmed. Reliable reports say 
100 persons have been arrested in 
connection with Ladas’s assassi- 


nation.

Bill to Safeguard Secrets 
Given Congressional Commit- 
tees Applies to Reporters. 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (AP)—A 
bili that would permit the jailing 
of reporters who print leaks of 


confidential information given to 
congressional committees was ap- 
proved today by the House Rules 
Committee. 


It still must be passed by the 
House and the Senate and ap- 
proved by the President before 
becoming effective. 


The measure would require all 
executive departments to provide 
congressional committees on de- 
mand whatever information the 
committees decide they need. The 
committees would decide by ma- 
jority vote whether the informa- 
tion, or part of it, should be made 
public. 

On a committee decision that 
the information should be held 
confidential, it would be a misde- 
meanor for anyone to divulge it 
or publish it. The maximum pun- 
ishment for a violation would be 
one year in jail and a $1000 fine. 

The penalty would apply not only 
to reporterg but to committee 
members or employes or any other 
individual. 

Representative Hoffman (Rep.), 
Michigan, is chairman of the 
House Expenditures Committee, 
whieh drafted the legislation.

Jerusalem Is Quiet. 

Jerusalem continued unusually

REVISION DEMANDED 
IN U.N.CHARTER EVEN 
IF RUSSIA DISAGREES 

— — 


WASHINGTON, May 4 (4p) — 
Congress members of both major 
parties joined today in urging a 
stronger United Nations to pro- 
mote peace — with or without 
Russia, 

Representatives Hays (Dem.), 
Arkansas and Judd (Rep.), Minne 
sota, called for the United States 
to take the lead in overhauling 
the U.N, Charter. They spoke out 
firmly for going ahead with Russia 
if it will co-operate, but without 
Russia if it refuses to go along. 

“We do not want to junk the 
United Nations—we want to save 
it,” Hays said, “We want Russia 
as a participant in an agency for 
peace. But if Russia defeats every 
move toward perfeeting the U.N., 
we must take steps without her. 
These steps would not be anti- 
Russian; they would be pro- 
peace.” : 

Judd said he believes three- 
fourths of the peoples of the world 
would join in an effort to revise 
U.N, so it can be a real instru- 
ment to preserve peace and free- 
dom. 

“I am convinced,” Judd said, 

„that if we demonstrate to the 

Russians quickly that we and the | ‘ 
other peoples of the world can, if | Bb ke i 1 
necessary, get along without them, 35% PS 
then there is a good chance we . ö 

will soon find it possible to get 
along with them.” 

Hays and Judd were witnesses 
before the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee as it opened hearings 
on proposals to change the U.N. 
Charter to get around Russia’s 
frequent use of the veto.

In his 41-year career as an 
artist, the versatile Rube Gold- 
berg, political cartoonist for the 
New ‘York Sun, has won wide 
notice as a humorist. He joined 
the Sun more than 10 years ago 
and has been its political cartoon- 
ist since 1938. He had studied 
mining ergineering at the Uni- 
versity of Southern California 
where he gained ideas for freak 
contraptions used in his comic 
sketches, 

Reuben Lucius Goldberg was 
born in San Francisco on July 4, 
1883, a son of Max and Hannah 
Goldberg. At the age of 12 he 
‘studied art from a sign painter 
for a year and a half. 

He was a cartoonist on the San 
Francisco Chronicle in 1904-05, 
then with the Bulletin there until 
1907, when he began cartooning 
and sports writing for the New 
York Evening Mail. His syndi- 
cated cartoons, starting in 1921, 
were featured in more than 200 
newspapers, but he never drew a 
continuity and finally, in 1936, he 
gave up comic strips. He is the 
author of several humorous car- 
toon books, several of them pre- 
senting his zany “inventions.” 

He was married in 1916 to. the 
former Irma Seaman, They have 
two sons, Thomas George, 29 years 
old, a painter, and George W.

His first play to reach Broad- 
way, The Glass Menagerie,” won 
the New York Drama Critics’ 
Circle prize in 1045. 

Five years earlier his “Battle 
of Angels” had failed in a Boston 
tryout. In the interval, Williams 
worked at odd jobs to stay alive 
while continuing to write. He got 
a job writing scripts for the 
movies, lasted six months. 

After the success of “The Glass 
Menagerie,” he obtained a pro- 
duction for “You Touched Me,” a 
play he had written earlier in col- 
laboration with Donald Windham, 
This play failed. 

Williams’s next on Broadway 
was “A Streetcar Named Desire.” 
“Streetcar” is the second play in 
history to win New York Drama 
Critics’ Circle prize and Pulitzer 
award in the same year. 

Williams has sometimes been 
acclaimed as the most important 
new dramatist. in the modern 
American theater. 

Before “Streetcar” was 
duced, another Williams R ins 
“Summer and Smoke,” received its 
first production in the Dallas, 
(Tex.)

Shocking Laxity Disclosed. 
After the explosion, investiga- 

tion by the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed a shocking laxity of law 
enforcement for which these very 
inspectors were responsible. The 
investigation disclosed that Medill 
had failed to make the Centralia 
Coal Co., owner of the mine, elimi- 
nate obvious hazards barred by 
the Illinois Mining Code, and that 
he had expressed displeasure over 
persistent complaints about the 
mine filed by Inspector Driscoll 
Scanian, who had consistently re- 
fused to participate in the politi- 
ar shakedown. 

A staff of seven reporters was 
assigned to investigate the many 
ramifications in the mine situa- 
tion—in the mine fields, at Spring- 
field, III., in the Bureau of Mines 
at Washington, and at Chicago.

Equal rights of American citizens stand much 
strengthened by the Supreme Court's 6-to-0 de- 
cision in the group of restrictive covenants cases. 
The essence of the ruling, which was handed 
down by Chief Justice Vinson, is that neither 
state nor federal courts can be used to~guaran- 
tee agreements that would bar persons from 
residence in certain areas because of color. 

Applying the Fourteenth Amendment, which 
grew out of Lincoln’s freeing of the slaves in the 
Civil War, the Supreme Court said:

In all probability some people will find that

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Hope for Palestine? 

There is hope in London—where the Palestine 
problem seems to be studied more realistically 
than in Washington—that partition may be car- 
fied out with the shedding of rather less blood 
than is expected by most Americans.

them, It does not say that restrictive covenants 
are unconstitutional. It does not say that a citi- 
zen may break up such an agreement by appeal- 
ing to the courts: What it does say, in practical 
application, is that if a citizen is sold property 
in such an area, the other holders of property can- 


not keep the newcomer out by court injunction. . 


This is both fair and reasonable. It covers 
bona fide cases. Such a case was that of Mr. 
and Mrs. J. D. Shelley, St. Louis Negroes, who 
purchased a house at 4600 Labadie avenue three 
years ago. Other property owners on Labadie 
avenue sued to prohibit the Shelleys from en- 
tering the area. The basis of their suit was a 
restrictive covenant, agreed to by property own- 
ers in 1911, to bar Negroes for 50 years. 

Circuit Judge Koerner’s dismissal of the in- 
junction suit was appealed to the Missouri Su- 
preme Court. The Missouri Justices, who noted 
the disadvantages visited on Negroes by enforce- 
ment of such restrictions, sustained the injunc- 
tion. There was, said the Missouri Supreme 
Court, no constitutional issue. The Missouri 
ruling is now reversed, as it should have been. 

Decided along with the St. Louis case were 
similar cases from Detroit and the District of 


‘Columbia. But had there been no tests in other 


cities, it was.inevitable that sooner or later such 
a test case would have arisen, St. Louis has 
been a veritable seat of restrictive covenants. 
“People vs. Property,” published by the Fisk 
University Press last year, shows that between 
1910 and 1942, some 378 such agreements were 
registered in St. Louis. A map in this publica- 
tion shows that while there are such agreements 
in most parts of the city, the area thickest with 
them lies on both sides of Natural Bridge rough- 
ly between Grand and Kingshighway. 

As a result, Negroes have been confined in 
what has amounted to a racial ghetto in mid- 


town. Jammed in this area of tenements, they 


have produced more than their share of disease, 
crime and delinquency. The whole community 
has paid the price of this policy of racial dis- 
crimination. 

What is true of St. Louis has been true of big 
cities generally. And so Chief Justice Vinson’s 
opinion, while it deals with equal rights, con- 
cerns in the larger sense a major pattern of 
metropolitan life. 

Thus, it becomes at once a bulwark to civil 
liberties—one never before declared by the Su- 
preme Court. Indirectly, but no less importantly, 
it will serve to extend social and economic jus- 
tice. |

Free Competition in Films 

The Supreme Court has held that independent 
theater operators have an equal right to first- 
run films, It does so by refusing to review a 
lower court award to a former St. Louis exhibi- 
tor, William Goldman, now of Philadelphia. 

It is hard to see how the principle of free 
competition as set forth in the anti-trust laws 
could have permitted any other result. Whether 
the smaller neighborhood movie houses are the 
less profitable for showing second-run pictures, 
or whether many of them could afford first-run 
films is beside the point. They should have the 
right to bid for them. : ; 

Certainly, the larger independents should be 
on the same footing as the chain-owned theaters.

How Russia Treats Artists. 

A description by 32 Communists or Commu- 
nist-sympathizing American writers of the atmos- 
phere in which the creative mind works in 
‘Soviet Russia is a grotesquely ironic reversal of 
the realities. — 

In the United States, they say, “our capitalists 
„„ « want to tell us what to say in defense of 
their system. .. We know artists are regarded 
differently in your country where they are sur- 
rounded with the love of millions of people, 
where they are given the means to fulfill their 
duty. We want to share this duty with you.” 

This oily nonsense is signed by Howard Fast, 
author of “Citizen Tom Paine,” Alvah C. Bessie, 
a scenario writer, Mare Blitzstein, the widely- 
known composer of “The Cradle Will Rock,” and 
others. It is said to be in answer to a letter 
published by Russia's No. 1 hate propagandist, 
Ilya Ehrenburg, and others, last January, asking: 
“On whose side are you--American masters of 
culture?” 

These 32 who consider themselves “American 
masters of culture” have not, all too obviously, 
mastered the news from the Soviet Union. What 
the Soviet artist is surrounded with is the op- 
portunity to knuckle under or barred from 
working, the latter having been the fate of Mik- 
hail Zoshchenko, a writer of children's stories, 
for writing one that was middle class“? 

If the Soviet artist knuckles under and makes 
too much money, he may be honored by having 
his bank actount taken away from him, and 
being put on a stingy dole, as was Konstantin 
Simonov, author of the profitable anti-American 
play “The Russian Question.” The Soviet artist 
who knuckles under and does not make too 
much money has the privilege of being abused, 
bewildered and humiliated, as were some of 
Russia’s foremost composers of music, including 


Khachaturian was bewildered by being praised 
by the Soviet Embassy Bulletin in Washington 
for “clarity of thought” on the same day and for 
the same work that the central committee of the 


Communist party in Moscow denounced him for 


“propaganda atonality” and “epigonism.” Prok- 
otlev was humiliated by having to confess devia- 


tion from the party line and thank the party for 


correcting his mistake. He humbled himself by 
proxy, being ill; it was enough to make him so. 
The artist's lot in the Soviet Union, far from 


being the ideal which its 32 apologists pictured 


is a very real possibility that their populations, 
worked up by the Mufti and other firebrands, 
would in their disillusionment topple most of 
the present governments of the Arab League. 
The British believe that as soon as this 18 real- 
ized by responsible Arab leaders—as well as by 

the Zionists—they will have an opportunity for 
effective mediation. 

That such a realization is spreading was indi- 
cated by a cable yesterday from AP Correspon- 
dent Daniel De Luce in Jericho. Palestinian 
Arabs already are bitter about the successes of 
the Jewish Haganah, especially over the vaunted 
Arab Army of Liberation under Fawzi Bey Al 
Kaukji, And from Damascus, George Fielding 
Eliot reported that other Arab forces are not 
ready for an immediate invasion of Palestine, 
whatever may be the case later on. 

Yet as the hour for backing up the Palestinian 
Arabs approaches, the Arab League governments 
are becoming more conscious of the perils of the 


adventure. King Abdullah of Transjordan, for 


example, seems to be more than ever aware that 
Ibn-Saud of Saudi Arabia has an eye on part of 
his territory. The Iraqi are worrying about what 
the rebellious Kurds would do with no troops to 
overawe them. The Egyptian Government is re- 
membering that only a short time back it needed 
the army to protect itself against striking police. 

So far, the British still insist that the last sol- 
dier will be withdrawn by Aug. 1. The Foreign 
Office is said to feel that it actually will be in a 
better position for mediation once Britain is 

completely out of Palestine. But if the possi- 
bility of successful mediation is so real, why not 
try it now? 

Why not make another effort, preferably 
through the United Nations to which the Jews 
have again appealed for protection, to avoid 
further fighting? Since the UN Commission 
actually found many Arabs willing to co-operate 
in the agricultural and industrial development 
of Palestine, why not one more effort to show 
that a peaceful settlement would be as advan- 
tageous to the Arabs as to the Jews? 
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Butter Should Look Like It 


The dairy bloc in Congress is afraid margarine 
will be mistaken for butter, and therefore wants 
a law requiring it to be shaped in triangles, or 
circular sticks, or some such. It seems to us 
that here the dairy bloc has only come half to 
grips with the problem. It isn’t only important 
for margarine not to be mistaken for butter, it’s 
also important for butter not to be mistaken for 
margarine, Why not a law requiring butter to 
be sold in rings with holes in the center, like 
doughnuts, or in some nicé convenient design 
like a pretzel, or just simply and logically in 
the shape of a cow? Equal justice to all should 
be the motto, or is it equal injustice? 
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Weak Case Against the Wage Floor 


Objecting to proposals to raise the minimum 
wage, H. M. Ramel of St. Louis thinks the Wage- 
Hour Act, which fixes the minimum, should be 
narrowed to cover fewer employes. Mr. Ramel 
testified before a Senate Labor subcommittee on 
behalf of the United States Chamber of Com- 
merce, which has objected to the law since its 
beginning in 1938. 

Something is to be said for not putting the 
minimum too high, and Mr. Ramel said it. Too 
high a floor under wages would deprive mar- 
ginal” workers of employment. But much is to 
be said for the proposition that every full-time 
worker is worth his basic requirement of food, 
clothing and shelter, The existing 40-cent mini- 
mum no longer meets that need. Neither 60 nor 
75 cents, which are proposed in pending bills, 
would exceed the basic need. 

Mr. Ramel suggested that the minimum might 
be set by collective bargaining. This ignores 
the fact that the purpose of the law is to protect 
low-skilled classes of employes who are too 
weak to bargain on equal terms with employers. 

Best of all, the witness thought, the whole 
problem should be returned to the states. He 
expressed the opinion that the federal law has 
deterred them from acting on minimum labor 
standards. On the contrary, is it not plain that 
the states neglected such standards for a genera- 
tion and that the federal wage floor is an in- 
ducement to them to follow suit for workers not 
covered by the federal law? 

It would take much sounder arguments than 
Mr. Ramel’s to discredit either the minimum 
wage or the proposed increase. 
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Government’s Duty to Housing 

The housing bill will get prompt action in the 
House, says Chairman Wolcott of the Banking 
Committee—but ‘what kind of action? The Sen- 
ate has passed the Taft-Ellender-Wagner bill 
which, among other things, would continue the 
building of low-rent public housing under joint 
federal and local sponsorship. Mr. Wolcott says, 
however, that his committee must first decide 
whether the Government has a responsibility for 
this kind of housing. „ 

If the committee means to do that, it should 
also ask if the Government should be active any- 
where in the housing field. It should question 
not only the Housing Act of 1937, which 
launched public housing, but also the older 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation and Federal 
Housing Administration, which have poured lav- 
ish subsidies into private housing. The House 
has voted in the last few weeks, with the en- 


thusiastic approval of the Banking Committee, 


to continue FHA mortgage insurance at rates 
which would leave the Government holding the 
bag in even a fairly moderate depression. 

When the Government hands out so much 
money for higher-priced building, it is duty 
bound to see that there is a reasonable supply of 
decent housing for low-income people whom the 
private industry serves only with sordid slums. 
The Senate recognizes the duty. The House 
cannot deny it without being convicted of favor- 
itism, pressure rule and bad faith.

In 
the end, the platform writers can be forth- 
right on only two things—the uprightness, 
wisdom and unblemished record of their 
own party and the villainy, folly and un- 
speakable past of the opposition. The rest 
comes out as more or less well-frosted hooey

In the mass, the Democratic platforms 
seem not only the more forthright and 
statesmanlike but also the better written, 
as befits the party of Thomas Jefferson. 
There is a special reason for this. The 
Democrats’ custom of holding their na- 
tional convention after that of their oppo- 
sition is well established. Wherefore the 
platform people know exactly what and 
whom they have to fight. ä 


Home, Mother and Old Glory 


They rose to their great heights jn 1932 
by producing the best major-party plat- 
form, both for thought and expression, in 
American history. There was only one 
drawback. After they won the election, 
they did not live up to a third of it. 


They are consistently magnificent flag- 
wavers, these authors of party platforms, 
They are furious denouncers and warm, 
though often emotional, expounders of 
human rights. And if, as Emerson says, 
consistency is the hobgoblin of little minds, 
these men are opulently large-minded. 


Only once in its long career—in 1856— 
has the Republican party succeeded in 
hammering out a truly sound and courage- 
ous platform. It happened to be its very 
first one. Like all other minority plat- 
forms, this one did not expect to win the 
corhing election. The spirit that moved its 
authors was something like that which 
animated Sockless Jerry Simpson during 
his early, unsuccessful campaigns for a 
seat in Congress. “Of course, I haven't a 
chance to win,” Simpson said, “but, great 
God, what if I did!” 


If platforms are for the most part pomp- 
ous declarations, how have we kept, to 
even a reasonable degree, politically in 
tune with the needs of our social develop- 
ment during the past century? That job 
appears to have been the function of the 
minor parties. 


Progress From the Rebels 


Minority parties have come and gone like 
the flowers of spring, but they have left 
seed behind, Virtually every new policy, 
accepted late and reluctantly by the major 
parties, has sprung from the platforms of 
the minor parties, 

There is a rhythm in progress. A new 
idea is broached. There follows a period 
when statesmen growl at it, conservatives 
laugh at it and platform writers view it 
with alarm. Then comes a stretch of years 
during which men discuss it, refine it and 
get used to it—and lo, it ultimately pops 
up in the platform of a major political 
party. Minor parties have plowed and 
sowed and reaped, but the donkey and the 
elephant have eaten their intellectual hay. 

The Independent National (Greenback) 
party shied its hat into the ring in 1876, 
and the Anti-Monopoly party in 1884, Dur- 
ing this period of 12 years while the major 
political league was atill refighting the 
Civil War, these bush leaguers had begun 


to interpret the new political and social 
day that was dawning. 


Their platforms provided the stimulus 
for eventual action by the two great and 
permanent parties on prohibition of child 
labor; the eight-hour day; settlement of 
industrial disputes by arbitration; abolition 
of contract labor; inspection of mines, fac- 
tories and workshops; conservation of na- 
tional resources; public funds for relief in 
time of need; the merit system; the secret 
ballot; election of Senators by difect vote; 
elimination of the fee system for public 
officials and a host of others. 


The first bold whisper of the right to 


. strike appeared in the Prohibition platform 


of 1884, and the first anti-trust plank was 
that of the Anti-Monopoly party in the 
same year. 


Strange System, but It Works 


One other minor party platform, that of 
the Progressive, or Bull Moose, party in 
1912, rises like a phoenix from the dead 
ashes of the political embers of its day. 
It was fashioned by zealous reformers with 
brains, who, having no chance of winning, 
could for once turn themselves loose. 


The reformer with a good cause would 
do well to attach himself to the platform 
of a minor party. For itself the minor 
party is a hoodoo; for an excellent’ cause 
it is a mascot. | 


By some special instinct, apparently de- 
nied so far to other than the English- 
speaking peoples, we have until now avoid- 
ed that multiplicity of parties which has 
wrecked the French, German and several 
other republics. Two major parties, fight- 
ing each other tooth and nail, is a system 
that works—for reasons which no political 
philosopher has yet discovered, 


Today both parties appear to agree that 
some kind of international organization 
must be supported to help maintain peace; 
that steps must be taken to rebuild bat- 
tered nations tottering feebly in the wind 
of internal and external ideological storms. 
Both seem to agree that a bipartisan policy 
on these issues is imperative. 


But, in expressing itself, each party is 
fearful lest the other may be given kudos 
for some intelligent proposal or piece of 
helpful legislation. Each digs back into 
ancient history to find somewhere a cor- 
nerstone laid by a member of its own party 
for the particular policy it wishes now to 
espouse. Each views with alarm the pros- 
pect of the next four years under the ad- 
ministrative leadership of the other. 


Vision of What Might Be 


The platforms that will emerge this sum- 
mer will be revolutionary indeed if they 
squarely face the issues of the day. Both 
parties might save themselves much trou- 
ble and second-rate thought by adopting 
the policy of Mike Sutton, a rare, vigorous, 
shaggy and uninhibited lawyer of Dodge 
City, Kan., in the early days. When he 
ran for mayor, Sutton's platform had only 
one plank: “Like Caesar’s wife, I will be 
all things to all men.” 


Someday, some great statesman of a 
major political party may discover that the 
Declaration of Independence not only 
states that all men have the inalienable 
right to the pursuit of happiness, but that 
the foundations of their government should 
be laid on such principles and powers “as 
to them shall seem most likely to effect 
their safety and happiness.” In the per- 
spiring and hectic atmosphere of the con- 
vention back rooms, where the platform 
carpenters encounter the knots of conflict- 
ing demands that must be hidden in the 


shining planks they are about to fashion, 


such a thought is hardly likely to occur. 
But, great God, what if it did!

Eagle That Is Remembered 


EAGLE FORGOTTEN: THE LIFE OF JOHN PETER 
ALTGELD, by Harry Barnard. (Duell, Sloan and 
Pearce, New York.) 

When this foursquare book about Illinois’ 
great progressive Governor was published 
just 10 years ago, Carl Sandburg called it 
“an important biography about a sublime 
American character.” Allan Nevins said of 
it: “Scholarly, well-written and interesting; 
it is a fitting monument to a truly noble 
leader.” 


The original edition, published by the 
Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis, soon went 
: out of print. Through 
much of the decade 
it has been impossi- 
ble to buy a copy 
anywhere. The au- 
thor himself could 
not get copies, 
Behind the appear- 
ance of this new edi- 
tion lies an interest- 
ing story. The pres- 
ent publishers, Duell,

If the publishers will 
push their new title with even half the en- 
thusiasm which they gave to The Amier- 
ican,” they will do a lot to acquaint Amer- 
icans with the true character of the man 
who pardoned the Haymarket riot prison- 
ers. 

In any case, the friend of the common 
man whom Vachel Lindsay memorialized 
in his poem, “The Eagle That Is Forgot- 
ten,” is being remembered again.

Biggest business enterprise in 
the nation at the close of last 
year was the Bell System—Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co. 
and its affiliated companies—with 
assets of $8,772,377,290. The Bell 
System, nudging aside Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co., regained 
top place in the “club” after a 
lapse since 1944, when Metropoli- 
tan took over for a four-year 
period of leadership. 

Total assets of the 48 “billion- 
dollar” firms on Dec. 31, 1947 
amounted to $114,422,923,575, com- 
pared with $107,326,278,749 for the 
same companies on Dec. 31, 1946. 

War Accelerated Growth, 

World War II and record post- 
war consumer and durable goods 
demand accelerated the growth of 
all American industry. 

When Japan struck at Pearl 
only 32 business enterprises in the 
nation with assets of one billion 
dollars or mere, representing a 

gain of 12 firins in the 12 years 
— tea 1929 and 1941. 

The newest roster of the “club” 
includes for the first time the 
Texas Co., the Mellon National 
Bank, & Trust Co. and the Stan- 
dard Oil Co. of Indiana. Actually,

“The past is static and irre- 
vocable,” he said. “But the future 
is dynamic. As Americans, the 
hardest task we face is to meas- 
ure up to our destiny and that 
includes no surrender to any type 
of Soviet domination. No one can 
forgive us the future if we do 
not see the challenge of these 
hours.” 

He praised the work of the 
Christian Brothers, saying that if 
moral man is to make up the half- 
century sepaarting him from to- 
day's scientific man “groups like 
the Brothers, standing at the ram- 
parts of reason and high moral- 


ity, must help to bring about the 
marriage of the two. 

The danger of Communism, on 
the one hand, and praise for the 
work of the Christian Brothers, 
on the ether, was the dominant 
theme in talks given by others on 
the program, among whom were 
Secretary of the Treasury John W.
